Ridley is enjoying a very 
healthy enrolment this year with 
496 students in Upper School and 
109 in the Middle School, an in- 
crease of 20. Thirty-six per cent 
are new students to the school 
with the boy/girl ratio at 58% to 
42%, respectively. The boarding 
component is at 392 with day 
students numbering 211. 

Seventy per cent of our 
students are from Canada. Other 
country representatives: 34-Hong 
Kong, 26-United States, 13-The 
Bahamas, 9-Bermuda, and 9 from 
the Cayman Islands. 147 students 
are from outside Canada. 

This year, Ridley awarded the 
amount of $700,000 in bursary 
assistance to 110 students who are 
primarily need-based.

This year's major dramatic 
production at Ridley College is 
Peter Shaffer's contemporary and 
controversial play, Equus. 

The play is an intense psycho- 
logical drama. A psychiatrist is 
confronted by the compelling case 
of a young boy who, with no 
previous record of violence, has 
committed an unspeakable 


egregious assault on six thorough- 


bred horses in a stable where the 
boy was working as a groom. 
The play follows the psychi- 


__atrist's progress in reaching the 


boy and in getting him to release 
more and more of what lies in his 
past and what might have led to 
this shocking act of violence. The 
complex layers of the boy's past 
are played out on the stage until 
the underlying cause of his act is 
finally revealed. 

Equus is a gripping and 
terrifying dramatic experience, a 
theatrical masterpiece and a deep- 
ly moving treatment of a troubled 
human being. Most importantly, 
it is a play that challenges all our 
easy assumptions and comfortable 
assurances. Finally, as a play that 
accurately reflects the tragicom- 
edy of life, it has some lovely and 
disarming moments of humour. 

The production is directed by 
Colin Brezicki, whose past efforts 
at Ridley have included The 
Crucible and One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo's Nest. It is hoped that as 
many Old Ridleians as possible 
will return to see the new Mande- 
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ville Theatre and modern-day 
Ridley's dramatic energies at 
work.

Farewell 
To a Grand 
Old Elm

ne of Ridley's most state- 
ly landmarks is gone. 
The glorious American 
elm, whose magnificent 
canopy shaded thousands of 
Ridleians as they passed through 
the chapel doors, was removed this 
September - yet another victim 
of the elm bark beetle. 

Planted shortly after School 
House was completed in 1905, this 
70 foot specimen was one of over 
130 American elms that once 
graced the Ridley campus. Many 
will recall the leafy arcade of elms 
along the main drive (sic), and 
those in front of the Iggulden 
Gymnasium, which provided such 
a pleasant border between the 
Upper and Middle Schools. 

It is something of a miracle 
that the chapel elm survived as 
long as it did. While it is not clear 
when the bark beetle first arrived 
in Canada, we do know that the 
destruction of Ridley's elms was 
well underway by the 1950's. 

(The cause of disease was not ac- 
tually the beetle, but a fungus it 
carried.) By 1966, virtually all of 
our elms were dead and had to be 
removed, in many instances by 
crane. 

When the cause of the malais 
became known, many Ridleians 
contributed both time and money 
to stave off the destruction. 
Experts were brought in, special 
treatments administered and the 
odd prayer offered in chapel. By 
this time most of the trees were be- 
yond help, but the chapel elm was 
preserved for another 25 years. 
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idley's campus has a 
unique landscape qual- 
ity not often found in 
Canada. Three basic 
elements - wide uninterrupted 
sweeps of mown grass, groups and 
rows of tall forest trees and clus- 
ters of classical-style buildings - 
have been combined to create a 
restful and serene landscape. The 

delicate balance between these 
elements can be lost all too easily 
through indiscriminant develop- 
ment or the loss of trees to disease 
and natural degeneration. 

In 1984, Ridley's Board of 
Governors authorized a long-term 
"Master Plan" for the campus that 
is intended to ensure a visually in- 
teresting and varied landscape 
that complements the many ar- 
chitecturally significant buildings 
found on the campus. Tree plant- 
ing is a central element of the 
Master Plan. New Plantings of 
both deciduous and coniferous 
trees are necessary to preserve the 
original wooded nature of the 


campus. With this 
objective in mind, 
Ridley's Landscape 
Committee has 
been authorized to 
initiate and manage 
a programme in 
which friends and 
graduates are 
invited to donate 
trees to the school. 

The Tree Plant- 
ing Programme is 
open to everyone. 
Donations will go 
towards the pur- 
chase, installation 
and maintenance of 
trees on the Ridley campus. All 
trees will carry a plaque that gives 
the common and botanical names 
of the tree, the date of planting 
and the name of the donor or 
other name specified by the 
donor. 

The programme will be 
launched this October 20th at 
Association Weekend. The 
Landscape Committee has 
prepared a booklet which con- 
tains all the details and copies 
will be distributed to members of 
the Ridley family in the coming 
months.
